Viniturs rece tly arrived from there havo 
told mo that whilst the fo-trosses look for- 
midable they contain many dummy guas, 
and many serviceab’o guns unmounted, 
and that, generally, the sturies of the 
groan’ strongth of the fortresa have been 
fashioned on fiction, and not on fact. 
No doubt, Japan will, when eho is 
ready, make a combined attack by 
Jand and ace, and if she doos the Russians 
will bo given just ax much employme .t tu 
defend theuselves us they will eare to 
have. Unce having swept the whole of the 
Southern portion of Mancharia clear of 
Russians, Japan will continue the eam- 
paizn northwards, and her progresa in that 
direction will just depond upon the char- 
acter of the Russian defences and the 
nuniber of men ready to hold them. So 
far asthe Koreans are conceried, it is ad- 
inost certuin now that they will remain 
quiet, though in sevoral portions of the 
peninsula bands have taken charge of dis- 
tricta, and have murdered Japances travel- 
Jere and residents Such a thing is only 
natural with mon of the — barbaric 
nature of the Koreans, and though thera 
is considerable ill-foeting towards Japan, 
it can almost be taken for granted 
that there sill pe no genora! hostile move- 
iment directed aguinst her.

The attitude of Russia onder tho 
eircunixtances is,, indeot, yitiful. and 
in an wild effort to keep cutsiders 
from keeoming acquainted with the 
condition of Port Arthur ond the fleet 
there, sho is doing egtraordinary things 
and making such an egregious uss of herself 
that sho runs the risk of alienating any 
sympathy from the outside world which 
sbe wight have had. She has refused to 
grant an exequatur to Mr Morgan, as Unit- 
ed States Consul, aa she docs nat want 
foreigners in Port Arthur, and, worse etl, 
who has arrested and fired upon the unde- 
fended British ship Hsiping for « similar 
reusop.

‘and, after the ship had arrived in tho 
harbour one of the battleships fired three 
shots at her and ordered her to ; cast 
anchor, This the shipdid proniptly, and 
waa subsequently ordered to sail for Dalny, 
where she was convoyed by two Russian 
voasels, At Dalny her papers were taken 
fram her, and the Captain was refused 
permission to cither wire to a British con- 
sul of to the ategmer’s agents. In a couple 
moro days, however, the Russians camo fo 
their sensos. and they allowed the steamer

conduct, which is m itvelfia casusbelli, should 
certainly receive close atten from Great 
Britain. and no doubt .it will, Tt haa 
boen anid that Russia fired on the vessel 
with the hopoof dragging Great Britain into 
the war so that her intervontion would be 
an oxcuso for the assistance of France 
being secured for Russia, but that is 
not likely. 

Tho one thing noticeable in the East 
is the atrong anti-Japanesd tone of the 
French press. They lose no opportunity 
to attack Japan, and laud Russia on 
every occasion, French residents, too, re- 
froin from ussisting Japan in any way, and 
that is particularly noticeable in tho matter 
of the fund for tho Red Crous Sucicty bo- 
ing raised“by forciynere, Every nation 
but Franco is represented either on the 
subscription lists, or on the committec, and 
larae sume of money are coming forward 
freoly from all. [WWe holieve thero is a 
French representative on tho Yokohama 
Committee.—En., O.M.} Generally, tha 
war fund is rising with leaps and. bounds, 
and opportunity has -beon given for inspir- 
ing displays of that fino soneo. of loyalty 
which iseems -to permoate tho Japan- 
eso nation.
